THE DECREE. 


The text of Judge Hook's decree 
follows: 

“This is an Independent suit to en- 
join the enforcement of a recent act 
of Congress, commonly called the 
Adamson law, upon the ground that 
it is contrary to the Constitution. In 
the character of the averments, the 
plaintiff's bill of complaint is stated 
to be typical of a number recently 
filed by railroad companies in va- 
rious district courts of the United 
States. A motion to dismiss has been 
presented on behalf of the defend- 
ant Untted States Attorney. The 
sole question raised by it is that of 
the constitutionality of the law. The 
court is informed that the other 
cases stand on applications for tem- 
porary injunctions. 

‘An appeal from an order crant- 
ing or refusing a temporary injunc- 
tlon goes to the Cireult Court of 
Appeals and not further by ordi- 
procedure, while an appeal 
from a final order or decree in such 
a case would go direct to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States 
In the former a decision would be 
inconclusive; in the latter a decty 
sion would definitely settle the ques- 
tion for the whole country. The mo- 
tion to dismiss the case here, how- 
ever, it ts decided, will promptly re- 
sult in a final decree from which an 
appeal wiil be taken to the Suprem 
Court.

Londen, best known of Cal- 
 Sfernia’s authors, died at his 
Glen Ellen (Cal) ramch, near 
here, at 7:45 o'clock tonight, a 
Victim of uremic polsoning. He 
was taken ill last night and was 
found unconscious early thie 
morning by a servant who went 
to his room to awaken him. 
His condition at first alarmed 
his sister, Mrs. Eliza Shepard, 
who summoned physicians from 
this city. It was at first be- 
Heved that the author was a 
Victim of ptomaine poisoning, 
but later it developed that he 
was suffering from a severe 
form of uremia. Dr. J. Wilson 
Shiels of San Francisco, a close 
friend of the writer, was sum- 
moned during the day and de- 
clared that the patient's condi- 
tion Was grave. 
From the time London was 


found this morning he did not 
regain consciousness. About 
mid-day he seemed to rally, but 
later suffered a relapse and 
sank rapidly until the end came. 
DAUGHTER IN COLLEGE.

Impelled by 
the discovery of gold in the 
Klondike, London was among 
the first to join the rush to 
Alaska. 

There in the still white world 
of the north, where man learns 
the awful significance and em- 
phasia of the Arctic life, Lon- 
don came consciously into his 
heritage. It might almost be 
said that his actual develop- 
ment as a writer began on the 
trail. London stayed in Alaska 
for a year, when scurvy forced 
him to a less rigorous climate. 
The instinct to write which 
came to him on the Klondike 
trails found issue soon after his 
return in brilliant short stories 
of Alaskan life, but the hig 
book that came out of London's 
Alaskan experiences was “The 
Call of the Wiid.” 

One of London's best stories 
was “The Sea Wolf,” the prin- 
cipal character of which is 
Wolf Larsen; one of the most 
dominant and striking charac- 
ters In fiction of this generation. 
“The Sea Wolf” is considered to 
contain more of London and his 
philosophy of life than any- 
thing he ever wrote. 

HAD LARGE ROYALTIES. 


London was a prolific writer. 
Every day of the year, accord- 
ing to those who knew his hab- 
ite of industry, London wrote 
1000 words—no more, no lesa. 
At the time of his death his 
contracts called for 10 cents a 
word. His income ia said to 
have been close to $40,000 a 
year, not to mention royalties 
from motion-picture companies. 

London's best-known volumes 
were “The Sea Wolf.” “Before 
Adam,” “The Valley of the 
Moon.” “Martin Eden,” “The 
Call of the Wild,” “Tales of the 
Fish Patrol.”

SINKS THE WHITE STAR LINER BRITANNIC

ONDON, Nov. 22.— Germany 
achieved one of her greatest 
naval successes in the war yes- 

terday when one of her submarines 
torpedoed the White Star liner’ Bri- 
tannic, the largest ship afloat. On 
board the giant vessel, which, in 
service as a hospital ship, was sunk 
off the Greek coast while transport- 
ing wounded soldiers from Saloniki, 
were 1150 persons. Fifty lives were 
lost when the ship went down and 
scores were injured. Two hundred 
severely wounded soldiers are be- 
lieved to have been on board the 
liner. 
The Admiralty statement an- 
nouncing the sinking of the Britan- 
nic Is bare of details. The great 
vessel was sent down off the Island 
of. Keom, in the Aegean Sea, in 
broad daylight. Although the Ad- 
miralty is careful to state that the

Apart from the feeling of out- 
rage at the diabolical contravention 
of all laws of war and humanity 
shown in the torpedoing of the big 
hospital ship, the British people are 
particularly hard hit by the disaster 
because the Britannic was built to 
replace its ill-fated sister ship, the 
Titanic, as a direct challenge to the 
supremacy of the great German 
liners, the Vaterland and the Im- 
perator. 

It is a sad coincidence that the 
two greatest liners Britain has built 
fér trans-Atlantic traffic both failed 
to see New York. The Titanic went 
down on her maiden voyage to 
America, and the Britannic was 
requisitioned as a hospital ship be- 
fore she had undertaken her first 
trans-Atlantic trip. 

Recently the Britannic was placed 
at the disposal of the allied forces 
operating from Saloniki. Apparent- 
ly she had just left that port when 
several of

THIRD ATTACK.

The present case, in the view of 
Mr. Hagerman, provides aii the fac- 
tors necessary for a test case, but it 
was said by James Dunlap of the 
legal staff of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe that among lawyers 
there is some difference of opinion 
on this point.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Formal 
announcement was made at the Navy 
Department today that the $6,000,000 
appropriated by Congress last sum- 
mer for enlargement of navy yards 
will be spent on the Boston, Phila- 
deiphia, Bremerton, Norfolk, Char- 
leston (8. C.) and Portsmouth (N. 
H.) plants. 

The Norfolk and Philadelphia 
yards have been selected for equip- 
ment with slips for the construction 
of capital ships; the Boston and 
Bremerton yards will be enlarged to 
build and repair vessels of up to 
10,000 or 12,000 tons, and those at 
Charleston and Portsmouth will be 
fitted for handling gunboats, destroy- 
ers, submarines and other smal! 
craft. 

Just how the appropriation will be 
divided has not been determined. 
When work at the Norfolk and 
Philadelphia yards is completed, the 
navy will have four plants prepared 
to turn out battleships. The New 
York and Mare Island plazts already 
are so equipped. 

The $6,000,000 available imme- 
diately represents only a small part 
of the money to be spent ultimately 
in developing and enlarging the 
navy's shore stations. 

Some idea of the scale on which 
the government is considering pre- 
paring itself to build and repair 
ships, as well as an intimation of 
probable radical changes in the pres- 
ent navy-yard system, was given the 
House Naval Committee today by 
Rear-Admiral Harris, chief of the 
bureau of yards and docks. 

The admiral told the committee 
of conditions at all the yards, in- 
cluded in estimates for the next ap- 
propriation bill, but indicated that 
various new plans were being helf 
up pending a report from the board 
of officers under Rear-Admiral 
Helm, now studying the navy-yard 
problem by authority of Congress. It 
is known one of the projects con- 
templated a separation of the mill- 
tary and industrial activities at the 
New York and the Mare Island yards 
and the virtua! rebuilding of the Nor- 
folk plant. 

The tentative scieme for New 
York, it is understood, contemplates 
the separation of all activities di- 
rectly connected with the fleet from 
the present yard and the establish- 
ment of a fleet base with proper 
storehouse, docking and repair fa- 
cilities on an island to be created 
just south of the Statue of Liberty, 
in the lower harbor. 

A similar plan is proposed for 
Mare Island, a fleet base being es- 
tablished on San Francisco Bay, 
while the present yard, with its ex- 
pensive equipment, would be con- 
tinued for construction and repairs. 
The project calls for an expenditure 
of $25,000,000 on the new base, it 
i¢ .undcerstood, while it would cost 
$75,000,000 to abolish the Mare Is- 
land plant and make an entirely new 
station for all purposes on the lower 
bay, where greater depth of water 
can be obtained. 

Admiral Harris said that, In his 
judgment, every yard now in exist- 
énce would be needed to care for the 
new naval construction, which Con- 


grees already has authorized. It will 


be necessary, he added, to improve 
these to the limit of their present 
capacity. 

The project for the Norfolk yard 
already is under way and of $15,- 
000,000 required to complete it, 
nearly one-third has been supplied. 

Discussing the probable cost of 
compictely equipping additional navy 
yards for capital shipbuilding, he 
sald it would take $10,000,000 to 
$12,000,000 fully to equip the .vor- 
folk, Bremerton and Philadelphia 
yards. 

A recent report on the Pear! Har- 
bor drydock stated that reconstruc- 
tion was proceeding at a satisfactory 
rate. Admiral Harris estimated that 
the dock would be completed by 
June, 1918.

RAISED PRICES 


Federal Investigators Turn 
in Their Reports. 


Think Wholesale and Retail 
Dealers Combined. 


Chicago Federal Grand Jury 
to Hear Evidence. 


(BY A. DAY WIRE) 
CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—A _ volumi- 
nous report said tocontain evidence 
of collusion between wholesale and 
retail dealers to advance the price 
of food products was turned over to 


‘United States District Attorney 


Charles F. Clyne by Hinton G, Cla- 
baugh, head of the local bureau of 
the Department of Justice, today. 
The report is the result of an in- 
vestigation begun several weeks ago 
and the evidence will be presented 
to the special United States grand 
jury recently sworn in to inquire in- 
to the high cost of food. 

The report is said to show the 
price of food sold to consumers has 
been raised in many instances with- 
out regard to the increased cost of 
production. One specific case is 
cited in the report where the cost of 
a certain food product was raised 
1 cent a pound by the wholesalers, 
and the retailers immediately raised 
the price to consumers 6 cents a 
pound. 

In conducting the investigation 
special agents of the Department of 
Justice visited and interviewed con- 
sumers as well as wholesalers, re- 
tallers, manufacturers, producers, 
jobbers and farmers in a number of 
cities in the Middle West. 

The alleged collusion between 
wholesale and retail dealers is said 
to have been carried on by means of 


circulars. In this way prices are 
alleged to have been standardized. 


WILL ASK LEGISLATURE 
TO LOWER LIVING COST. 


Federal, State and Municipal Authorities Take Definite 
Steps to Solve Problem in New York—District At- 


torney Asserts Cupidity of, Speculators, not War, to 
Blame for High Prices—Ceentral Markets Proposed. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


EW YORK, Nov. 22.—Definite 
steps were taken here today by 
Federal, State and municipal 

authorities to ameliorate, if possible, 
admittedly serious conditions result- 
ing from the steadily mounting cost 
of living. 

Agents of the Department of Jus- 
tice virtually completed a thorough 
investigation of the rise tn the price 
of coal, and a report is tn prepara- 
tion for submission to Atty.-Gen. 
Gregory. It was predicted that the 
report, which will include the result 
of investigations in the mining re- 
gions, would result in vigorous ac- 
tion by the Attorney-General’s of- 
fice. 

Dist.-Atty. Swann announced to- 
night that several indictments under 
the State anti-trust law may be re- 


turned soon against middiemen be- 
lieved to have entered into “gentile- 


men's agreements.” His announce- | 
ment followed the appearance be- 


fore the grand jury of members of 
an alleged “poultry trust” and the 
serving of subpoenas on several coa! 
dealers who are to appear before the 
grand jury tomorrow. 

“The high cost of living is not due 
to the war, but to the cupidity of 
food speculators,” said the District 
Attorney. “But conspiracy im these 
cases is very hard to prove.” 

Mayor Mitchel announced tonight 
that he will appeal to the Legisiature 
for relief. He will have introduced, 
he said, a bill providing “for the es- 
tablishment of central markets in 
order to secure for the producer a 
direct means for having food prod- 
ucts offered at public auction.” 

The bill would aim at the elimina- 
tion of the middlemen. 

John J. Dillion, State commission- 
er of foods and markets, who is also 
conducting an investigation, like- 
wise announced his Intention of ap- 
pealing to the Legislature for relief. 
His plan provides for the erection of 
a great minal market to cost 
$3,000,000. 

“Such a market,” he said, “would 
pay for itself in one month.”

UR FIRST RICE 
TO PRESIDENT. 


The first bag of rice grown 
in Imperial Valley and milled 
in Los Angeles was sent to 
President Woodrow Whllson 
yesterday afternoon by F. DB. 
Harris and company. 

This concern has conducted 
an experiment station in the 
Imperial Valley for a number 
of months under the charge of 
expert Japanese rice growers to 
find out if the climatic and 
soll conditions of the famous 
agricultural district were suit- 
able for the raising of rice on 
a large scale. These experi- 
ments have proved more suc- 
cessful than had been antici- 
pated and F. E. Harris said 
yesterday that In another three 
or four years the Imperial Va!- 
ley will be turning out the fin- 
est grade of rice grown any- 
where in the United States. As 
soon as the first bag of rice 
arrived here from the valley, 
it was milled and dispatched 
to the Chief Executive of the 
country with the compliments 
of the local concern,

SEEK TO BREAK 
WIDOW'S WILL. 


Sensational Charges Against 
Mrs. Tomb’s Brothers. 


Estate of Million and Half 
is Suit’s Stake. 


Harbeson Declares Action is 
“Blackmailing Scheme.” 


A contest to break the will of 
Mrs. Maria Gatrell Tomb, widow of 
Thomas Tomb, millionaire cattle- 
man and capitalist of Kansas City 
and Los Angeles, filed in the Pro- 
bate Court yesterday by Attorneys 
Gage, Foley and Gilbert and 
George L. Sanders of this city, and 
Attorneys Thum and Roy of Louis- 
ville, contains sensational allega- 
tions and promises a bitter fight. 
The estate is valued at $1,500,000, 
according to the petitions to revoke 
the will, and consists mainly of se- 
curities, diamonds, precious me 
and other convertible goods. 

The contestants comprise two 
nieces and a nephew, Mrs. Anna 
May Peasiee Farnsiey, wife of Bur- 
rel Farnsley, who is a prominent 
attorney of Louisville, Ky.; Suzanne 
Peasies Harbeson of Louisville and 
George T. Harbeson of Los An- 
geles. The charges are directed 
against William Gano Harbeson of 
Long Beach and Frank O'Farrell 
Harbeson of this city. They are the 
brothers of Mrs. Tomb and the ex- 
ecutors under her will. The will was 
filed for probate a year ago under 
the terms of which the brothers re- 
ceive the bulk of the estate. 

Undue influence is alleged to have 
been exerted on Msgs. Tomb during 
‘the last years of her life. It is al- 
leged she was induced to leave the 
greater portion of her estate to 
them under threat of exposing her. 
This exposure is said to have con- 
sisted of a petition “falsely veri- 
fied” bearing on the probate of her 
husband's estute. | 

ALLEGATION OF FELONY. 

lAtigation followed the probating 
of the will of Thomas B. Tomb, who 
died in 1910. The widow was named 
executrix. She received under the 
will approximately $750,000. She 
owned property of about the same 
value in her own name. It is al- 
leged that while acting as executrix 
Mrs. Tomb by accident learnei “of 
a felony offense committed . by 
Frank O'Farrell Harbeson against 
the laws of the State of Kentucky 
shortly after March, 1887.” She is 
alleged to have called the matter 
her brother's attention and “he 
‘besought her to save him from the 
consequences. of sdhis action, and in 
order to secure and keep absolute 
control over her, and to cause her 
to will him all her property, wilfully, 
maliciously and feloniously forced 
and compelled her, his said sister, 
against the latter’s will and wish, 
during the month of July, 1916, to 
falsely verify a petition in the Su- 
perior Court reciting that a certain 
mortgage theretofore given by Wil- 
liam Gano Harbeson to one Thom- 
as B. Tomb, of whose estate the 
sali Maria Gantrell Tomb was then 
executrix, had been fully satisfied.” 
The petition alleges that the indebt- 
edness had not been paid. 

It appears from the complaint 
that after persuading Mrs. Tomb to 
make the false verification, Frank 
O'Farrell Harbeson and Juliet 
Harbeson, his wife, threatened her 
with exposure unless she agreed to 
discharge certain mortgage indebt- 
edness against her brother, to will 
her property to him and agree to 
“support the two conspirators § in 
ease and luxury as long as she 
should live,” and furnish to each 
such funds “as each might from 
time to time demand from her se 
long as she lived.” 

SAYS BROTHERS AGREED. 


The petition then swings to the 
other brother and alleges that when 
he learned the alleged facts set out 
above he called on his sister in her 
West Adams-street house late one 
night, made threats against both his 
brother and sister, and declared he 
would expose both unless he was in- 
cluded in the will and got as much 
property as his brother. Mrs. Tomb 
is alleged to have promised this. 

The brothefs, it then appears, ac- 
cording to the petition, agreed 
among themselves what the terms 
of the will should be, deciding, it is 
charged, that just enough shauld be 
left to other relatives “as might be 
necessary to allay suspicion of un- 
due influence or other objection that 
might be made against the validity 
of the will.” It is also charged that 
the two brothers agreed that “no

JOSEF OF AUSTRIA. 
Hurope ie waiting with anxiety to see 
If the death of a feeble old man can change 
the history of the world. 

In ome sense, the death of Franz Josef 
will Dot cause as much as a flicker in Aus 
tria-Huongary. Like most kings of today he 
had little or nothing to do with the govern- 
ment of the empire. He was a symbo!l—a 
figurehead. Other minds ruled the domain. 
He signed the paper they thrust in front 
of him. 

Franz Josef has passed; but there is no 
hand missing from the tiller; no voice at 
the counci] table is stilled. Two days azo, 
a tottering old man occupied a mimic po- 
sition of vast power. Today, sentries with 
drawn sabres stand on guard at a coffin. 
Literally that is all the significance there 
is to the death of Franz Josef, the Emperor 
of Austria. 

But in another sense, the Austrian emp!re 
shudders under this blow. Austria is not 
& mation of one blood. It is an empire of 
many varied nationalities, In round num- 
bers the empire is made up as follows: 
Austrians of Germanic origin, 12.00),000; 
Hungarians, 10,000,000; Bohemians, 8,500, 
000; Poles 5,000,000; Ruthenians, 4,000,000; 
Croats and Serbs, 6,500,000: Rumanians,_ 
3,000,000. Since the defeat of Austria at 
the hands of the Germans at the battle of 
Sadowa the Hungarians have been predom- 
inant in the empire. 

The bonds that hold these people together 
have not always been of the strongest fiber. 
Their materia] interests are widely at va- 
riance. Their race sympathies are far apart. 
In many cases these mingled nations are 
forced to fight for the Austrian flag against 
their own blood. In the Irredenta of Italy the 
Italians ‘In the Austrian army are fighting 
the Italians in the Italian army. The Ruma- 
nians in the Austrian army find themselves 
in spirit if not literally shooting down their 
own flesh and blood. The same is true of 
the Austrian Serbs. 

To say the least, this is a hectic and 


. hysterical condition. It is a condition which 


must be nursed along carefully. It ts a 
condition that does not safely admit of any 
kind of severe jar. The death of any ruler 
of any country is a jar. 

Franz Josef occupied a peculiar position 
in the empire. He was the tie that binds. 
For some reason, dificult for an outsider to 
see, he was the object of a personal devo 
tion that did much to hold the empire to 
gether. This is probably due, in large meas- 
ure, to his enthusiasm for the army. It is 
easy for soldiers to harmonize their in- 
terests. Civilians are separated in thought 
end in spirit by divergent customs.  Sol- 
diers have the same customs. The prin- 
ciples of discipline are the same the world 
over. There is a freemasonry even among 
enemy soldiers. There was a freemasonry 
among the soldéers of Austria and ft cen- 
tered upon Franz Josef. He was the idol 
of the soldiers of the Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire. 

The effect of losing this binding tie is not 
now clear. It ig for the future to show. 
As long as the Austrians continue to win 
victories as at present, the death of Franz 
Josef will probably be without much ma- 
terial effect. If the empire experiences se 
vere reverses, the Austrians will probably 


' feel the loss of this remarkable, if inactive. 


influence. And the chances are heavily in 
favor of the Austrian empire being placed 
Some day in that situation. Of all the 
nations now in the alliance, Bulgaria stands 
the most exposed to danger. After Bul- 
garia is Austria. If the central powers are 
finally defeated it will be because of the 
breaking up of Austria. 

If the hattle line of the Entente allies 
bears in through the Austrian empire and 
the enemy troops actually fight upon Aus- 
trian soil, we will find out then what effect 
the death of the old Kaiser had upon the 
spirit of the mixed-up empire. 


STATES COURT INVALIDATES 
THE ADAMSON LAW. 

Judge Hook of the United States District 
Court In Missouri yesterday rendered a de 
cision declaring the Adamson law unconstt- 
tutional, and, in accordance with the re- 
quest of both the ernment and the re 
celvers of the Missoufi, Oklahoma and Gulf 
Railroad Company, the case wil! be rushed 
to the United States Supreme Court with 
a view of obtaining a decision from that 
tribunal before the first of January, when 
the law would go into effect. 

That the United States Supreme Court 
will afirm the decision of Judge Hook may 
be confidently predicted, and it may also be 
predicted that the present Democratic Con- 
gress will make no further effort in the di- 
rection of legislating to raise the wages of 
railroad hands, for Mr. Wilson, having ob- 
tained the labor votes for which he bar 
gained, will not repeat the experiment of 
forcing Congress to enact another A‘am- 
son law, and the Democrats themselves wil! 
refuse to seriously consider another surren- 
der to Gompers and his gang. 

So prominent a Democrat as ex-Senator 
Bailey of Texas writes that he has with 
great reluctance kept his mouth closed for 
two months concerning the Adamsen law. 
He says that he did so because he was un- 
willing, with the election pending, to say 
anything which might cause it to be al- 
leged that he was giving aid or comfort 
to the enemies of tlhe Democratic party. 
The allegiance of a Texas Democrat is due 
first to his party and next to his family 
and last of all to his God. 

But, the election Yeing over, Jo Batley 
feels himself at liberty to free his mind 
and he does so. Ina letter he says: 

“No man has ever advocated a more 
indefensible proposal than that under 
which ali other classes shall count their 
day's work done at the end of eight 
hours, while our farmers are left to toil 
ten, twelve, or even fourteen hours. 
If it is a wise arrangement to limit a 
day's labor to eight hours, I can see no 
reason why the men who cultivate our 
farms should be excluded from its bene- 
fits. I am a Democrat, and do not be 

- Heve that the government should be 

stow epecial favors on any class; but I 

imsiet that our farmers are the last 

people in this country against whom 

the law should discriminate.” 
ts to be denied that there are 
employments to which a man cannot ad- 
vantageously apply himself for more than 
eight consecutive hours; but if an eight- 
hour law should be extended to any class 
why withhold it from the farmer? Artisans, 
clerks, mechanics, and unskilled laborers 
in towns and cities, do much of their work 
under shelter, but farmers do most of

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thelr work exposed to suns and snows, 
and they work for about half the wages of 
town laborers. Says Jo RBalley: 

“Upon what principle of justice or 
humanity can any man contend that 
those who work under the best con- 
ditions, who work fewer days in the 
year and receive the hichest pay, shall 
have shorter hours than those who 
work under less favorable conditions, 
work more days in the year and re- 
ceive lower pay? Certainly that dis- 
crimination cannot be justified by any 
argument which has yet been ad- 
vanced and it is condemned by every 
consideration that can to our 
sense of justice.” 

Ex-Senator Bailey now denounces the 
Adamson law, not because it limits the 
hours of labor of railroad train hands to 
eight hours, but because it forces the rall- 
road companies to pay 400,000 employees 
ten hours’ wages for eight hours’ work—a 
favor not extended to the other 1,600,000 
workers for the railroads. 

Bailey says that he is opposed to an 
eight-hour day because he does not believe 
that the American people can do a full 
day's work in eight hours, and he depre 


cates the economic waste which must’ re | 


sult from forcing them to do so He says: 
“If 15,000 people now work ten hours a 
day, a reduction in their time to eight hours 
would withdraw from the productive 
processes of this country 30,000,000 hours 
every day. That would be equivalent to 
holding 3,000,000 people at ten hours a day, 
or 3,750,000 people at eight hours a day in 
absolute idleness, and would diminish our 
production of wealth to an extent which 
would make its evil consequences felt by 
all of our people.” 

Every industry which reduces its day 
from ten hours to eight hours and con- 
tinues to pay for eight hours’ work the 
same wages it has been paying for ten 
hours, must inevitably increase the labor 
cost of producing its commodities 20 per 
cent., and that increased cost of produc. 
tion must inevitably be followed by an in- 
creased selling price of the commodities 
they produce. There might be less objec- 
tion to this condition ff its application were 
general and were the result of private bar- 
gaining between employer and employee. 
If such were the cdse the railroad train 
hand who should receive one dollar per 
day more wates because of the Adamson 
law would pay one dollar per day more for 
the cost of supporting his family and 
would occupy a position analogous to that 
of the worker in the South Atlantic island 
of whom Mark Twain wrote, who earned 
$200 a day at his trade and paid that much 
for his board, lodging and clothing. 


The simple truth is that the price of 
everything, whether the compensation of 
labor or the price of wheat, should be left 
to individual or collective bargaining be- 
tween employer and employee. Any at- 
tempt to fix prices by Congress can only 
result in favoritism and injustice. If a 
combination of railroad train hands can 
force Congress to raise their wages, why 
cannot a combination of railroad capitaliste 
induce Congress to lower the wages of 
train hands? 


E PRICE OF VENGEANCE. 

The girl who had herself bound and 
gageed-and left by the roadside in order 
to spite her sweetheart with whom she had 
quarreled, paid dearly for her revenge. It 
is impossible to even ‘desire the injury of 
another without hurting oneself. The bee 
that attacks its enemy too vigorously de- 
prives itself of its own weapon. 


The American mine owners and operators 
in Mexico have been notified that they must 
start operations by November 14 or have 
their property confiscated. And they have 
no safe conduct from either the Carranza 
or the Wilson administration. 


HAT WILL HE Do? 

An interesting phase of the coming 
political era at Washington will be Prest- 
dent Wilson's first utterance on military 
preparedness. In the past he has taken 
60 many different stands on this question 
that he may be said to have been on every 
side of every dispute on every phase of 
preparedness. Into some of these posii.ons 
he was forced by political expediency. As 
he no longer has any occasion to feel the 
public pulse, it is to be assumed that he 
will step out and express his real feeling. 

The defeat of Tavener of Illinois, Calla- 
way of Texas, Cyclone Davis of Texas and 
nearly every other oppohent of prepared- 
ness in Congress indicates that the great 
body of American voters are quietly deter- 
mined to see that we have an army and 
a navy; but there is no longer any public 
excitement over preparedness. 

If President Wilson is disposed to forget 
preparedness he will find a public more or 
less complacent with his forgetfulness. The 
public will not tolerate active opposition to 
preparedness, but may consent to forget 
with him. 

If he is disposed to be inactive in this 
regard he will find an ally in the local 
pride with which the various cities wel- 
comed home their militia troops from the 
border. It is mistaken patriotism to greet 
these troops as trained veterans and to 
tell them they as good as reculars—and 
that is what they are being told by pride 
of the home folks and the home paper. 

Military preparedness is something that 
has little of physical conditions fn it. Pre 
paredness is a state of mind existing be 
tween officer and enlisted man. This con- 
dition of mind can be brought about only 
through long and painstaking effort. It ts 
a condition impossible of attainment tn the 
brief time the troops have been on the 
border. | 

The mobilization of the army on the Mex- 
jean border may be sald to have been a 
great boon if President Wilson is disposed 
to follow ft up with zest. Otherwise the 
mobilization will be the little fire that de- 
stroys the conflagration.

WEALTH. 


The Views of a Man Worth Mil- 
lions Who Hasn't Got Any 


Moncy. 


We are going to define the term 
wealtb. 

I promise you a definition of 
wealth that will stick—will last for 
aye. It will become the basis of 
new political economy. 

For not until men and women 
know positively what wealth is will 
they be able to talk reasonably on 
the subject. . 

You have all noted that all dis- 
cussions and disquisitions on the 
subject of wealth are eminently un 
reasonable and senseless. 

The most absurd definitions of 
wealth I ever saw were in the Jour- 
nal of Political Science, but that 
bears the imprimatur of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

I shall not give you a preamble 
sultry and soggy with other men’s 
definitions of wealth. That is the 
usual way. 

But this ts something unusual. 

I shall only go so far as to say 
that no two political economists, 
no two socialists, are agreed on the 
definition of wealth, or on a defint- 
tion. 

One man says wealth is gold. 
Another's wealth is land; another’s 
is water and water power rights. A 
woman's wealth is her beauty; 
other's is her yellow tresses. 
child's wealth is his rattle or his 
whistle. A baby girl's wealth is 
her doll. And so on down the line. 
It is clear from even the most 
casual scrutiny of extant definitions 
of wealth that wealth is this: 
WEALTH IS A FORM OF 
THOUGHT. 

There you have it. 

Like the time and space that Im- 
manuel Kant deffned. (and Kant is 
now said to have been more of a 
Scotchman than a Prussian,) wealth 
is merely a figment of the brain, 
a form with which men think. 

You can conceive nothing without 
preliminary forms of time and space. 
All things are in time and space 
which are forms of your thought and 
of my thinking. 

But at the same time you cannot 
think or conceive anything without 
at the same time assigning a value 
to it. Thus it 's that wealth is a 
form of cogitation 

Until Kant’s day the thinkers were 
divided into 197 schools of thought 
on the subject of the definition of 
time and space. Kant, who lived at 
Koenigsberg, where the Hohenzol- 
lerns got their start, and who never 
traveled beyond the precincts of the 
university where be was an instruct- 
or, united all thinking and unthink- 
ing men on his definition of time and 
space. 

1 -hope now that the political 
economists will get together on the 
definition of wealth here delivered 
to them free and without copyright 
and begin to reason about wealth 
and the distribution of wealth. 

But if they looked at the matter 
right, presuming wealth to be mere 
ly worldly coods, it ought to be plain 
that wealth is now and always has 
been not equally but BQUITABLY 
distributed. 

Wealth passes through many 
hands. It is a constant flow. And 
if wealth did not flow it would not 
be wealth—the wealth that is viewed 
as gold and silver and land. 

Rockefeller’s ancestors were Poor. 
He is immensely rich. One can al- 
most predict the day when his off- 
spring will again be as poor as his 
ancestors. It is the inexorable law. J 

With wealth a form of thought, it 
is already equally and equitably dis- 
tributed. 

The most reasonable thing to do 
is to quit talking about it and go to 
work,
